A FIRELESS COOKER 


FOR THE WARM DAYS 


The fireless cooker is a warm 


weather 
comfort 
in 
most 
any 


kitchen. Used in conjunction with a 
kerosene stove, it means not only 
economy in fuel tout it makes the 
kitchen a more habitable place when 
the warm days come. 
Fireless cookers are now being 


made and used in hundreds of homes 
in town and country. What is more 
pleasing to the housekeeper than to 
put her dinner in the fireless cooker 
before she goes to town or market 
and to find it ready for serving when 
she returns? 


The fireless cooker offers several 


advantages. The first is economy of 
time, as the housekeeper may leave 
the food cooking without worrying 
about the result while she is en- 
gaged 'in other household duties or 
while she is away from home. Some 
foods are improved by long cooking 
at relatively low temperature. 
The 


texture and flavor of tougher cuts 
of meats, old, tough fowl and ham 
are 
improved by 
slow 
cooking. 


Cereals and dried legumes and dried 
fruits are more palatable and whole- 
some when cooked for a long time. 
Soups and stews are delicious when 
cooked in the cooker. Baking, now- 
ever, cannot be done very conven- 
iently and satisfactorily in the or- 
dinary home-made fireless cooker. 


In some sections of the country 


economy of fuel must be an import- 
ant consideration. The food for the 
cooker may be started on a wood or 
coal range when the morning meal 
is being prepared. 
The food to be 


cooked is first heated to boiling 
point on the stove in the cooking 
vessel and then this vessel, covered 
with a tight lid. is quickly placed in 
the cooker where the cooking con- 
tinue?. The cooker is so construct- 
ed that the heat does not escape. 
For long cooking it is necessary to 
place in the cooker under the cook- 
Ing vessel a hot radiator. 
A soap- 


stone is the best radiator and can be 
purchased at most hardware stores 
at 
~><) cents. A stove-lid, a brick, or 


disk made of concrete, heated and 
placed in the cooker, may serve as 
the radiator.—U. S. Department Ag- 
riculture.

BOMBARDING OF 


RHEIMS CATHEDRAL 


WAS BIG BLUNDER 


Bombarding Rhelms cathedral by 


the Germans did more than destroy 
this sacred old treasure house of 
worship and /beauty. 
More than 


anything else, it shattered the pos- 
sibility of a holy war of all Moham- 
medans , united 
under Germany's 


ally, Turkey against the Christians, 
upon which the kaiser had pinned 
his hopes. 


Bishop Warne, who had been a 


Methodist missionary in India for 30 
years, returning a few days ago in 
connection with the centenary cele- 
bration of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, says that India In common 
with all the civilized world, stood 
aghast when she heard of the bom- 
bardment of Rheims cathedral. 


"What kind of people are these 


Germans?" asked the native Indian. 
They have no respect even for 
places of worship—no reverence for 
God himself. 
If they came down 


here they would destroy our mos- 
ques, and violate our sanctuaries, 
too" 
By this1 wanton desecration, 


Germany classified herself in India 
as a barbarian. 


"Aside from every other 4$teider- 
ation," said Bishop Warne. "It' was 
a tremendous blunder on Germany's 
part. If the kaiser had succeeded in 
organizing the holy war he dreamed 
of, aligning 67 millions in India with 
the Mohammedans of Turkey against 
the allies, he could have' annihilated 
a large number of English and other 
white 
people, 
scattered 
through 


India, and he would have had the in- 
estimable advantage of a friendly 
element in India. 


"But if the kaiser had had any 


sense of Indian psychology, he would 
have realized that'this was a fatal 
mistake. 
An incident in Cawnpore 


a few years ago might have given 
him warning. 
It was decided to 


straighten out some of the import- 
ant streets of the city. One of these 
streets ran 
past a Mohammedan 


mosque, and ran across the extreme 
corner of a great prayer platform 
which stretches out in front of the 
mosque. It was agreed that it would 
be out of the Question to cut off the 
corner of this platform to make way 
for the street. But the governor of 
the United Provinces had ruled that 
this street must be made straight. 
As a compromise, it was decided to 
tunnel under the corner of this 
platform, and let the street dip un- 
der it, and crime out on the other 
side. 
The uproar and protest that 


this occasioned might well have oc- 
casioned a revolution, if, after con- 
siderable 
disturbance, 
the viceroy 


himself had not come to the city, 
and reversed the ruling of the gov- 
ernor. The fact that the viceroy did 
make this concession, and was will- 
ing to give this recognition to the 
saeredness of their holy place ac- 
complished a great deal in winning 
the sympathy of the Mohammedan 
world, and putting them in the 
frame of mind which has meant such 
loyal support to Britain in the war. 
"For the Mohammedan is 
tre- 


mendously intelligent. 
They were 


quite "shrewd enough to put these 
two cases side by side, and appreciate 
the contrast. 
It may be imagined 


that tremendously 
deep influences 


were at work to cause the Moham- 
medan people not only to differ in 
their sympathies in this war, but to 
be willing to take up arms against 
each other.

Administration states. "The mines in 
those sections must be kept going.

The domestic consumer 
jwno delays placing his order Is taking 
a chance of having an Insufficient cold 
weather supply; the industrial user 
who falls to order his coal now is 
almost certain to face a shutdown 
later on.

Far from creat- 
ing a spirit of conciliation it would 
simply strengthen the American will 
to smash the perfidious and nefar- 
ious offer of such proposals.

sary, the Prussian state along with 
it is extinguished forever as a power 
for evil, whether it takes one year 
or 10. 


"If you call the remorseless sac- 


rifice of two million men a peace 
offensive, and if you 
want 
the 


United "States to recognize 
your 


shelling of Parisian congregations 
and churches as a part of it you are 
making a monstrous and foolish 
blunder. 


"When I listen to your false and 


treacherous overtures, I feel ashamed 
of humanity."

sor Herron came into considerable 
prominence on account of his views

riage. He has lived in Europe for 
more than a decade.

: 'British and French troops south- 
west of Ypres. having firmly re-es- 
tablished the line attacked on Wed- 
nesday, are awaiting the next move 
by the Germans in their efforts to 
drive through behind Ypres. The lat- 
est repulse was the second the Ger- 
mans have suffered along the Voor- 
mezeele-Locre line since the cap- 
ture of Mount Kemmel, but further 
attempts by the enemy are expected. 


Attention is being paid by the Ger- 


mans to the British line north of the 
Somme in Picardy, and for the first 
time in several weeks the enemy 
again has attempted to advance his 
lines west of Albert. In a local at- 
tack,, against the British, after suf- 
fering heavy losses, 
the Germans 


have captured 150 yards of the first 
British line, but were repulsed else- 


where. A similar local nj^rutlon at 
Itouzlncourt. north of Albert,

smashed by the firrc of

rifles and machine guns. 


Klscwhero along the Flanders and 


Somme batlofiolds only the artillery 
has been active.

advantage that the democratic na- 
tions could never catch up with him. 


The working masses of Europe, j

Prices 
are high, to be sure, but wages have 
gone up ,and in addition there are 
none of the long periods of unem- 
ployment that usually cause distress. 
As a consequence many people who 
have been in debt will have bank ac- 
counts. 
Many who were always 


close to the wind will have achieved 
a good deal of prosperity. 


The great number of people who 


have enjoyed prosperity during the 
war will keep spending money, and 
will help tide over the readjustment 
period. Also, there will be a call for 
a great deal of reconstruction work. 
Our new tleet of ships will help us 
get foreign trade. 


It will take a good many years to 


pay for the war, but the great bvlk 
of the cost comes out of the pockets 
of the rich. 
And it is all paid back 


to our own people. 


Of course, 
you can't figure a 


profit on a war. But if people save 
the cost out of their foolish extrav- 
agances, as they can, no new burden 
is created. So let our business men 
look to the future with hope.

why the government does not shoot 
the spies, will pass along to their 
neighbors those fake stories about 
the war that someone put into their 
unsuspecting ears with a purpose.

black—an old woman, poking among 
the fallen stones In a vain search for 
soiaethicitf 
that 
could 
be used; a 


younger woman, seated on what had 
once been a doorstep, with her face 
hidden in her arms; and a little boy 
and girl, who stared, half frightened, 
half curious, at the desolatiou about 
them. The little boy held in his thin 
hand a Red Cross flag. All four were 
pale and gaunt; the faces and bodies 
of the children showed none of the 
round curves that make the beauty of 
a child. 


This is their history: 
When the 


war broke out, Mme. Pellier, her 
mother and her four younger children 
were visiting her husband's mother in 
the north of France. 
Her husband 


and two elder sons were at home in 
Lorraine taking care of the summer 
crops. Then the war! The mother 
In-law of Mme. Pellier wss ill and 
could not be left. 
Her old mother 


was afraid to travel to Lorraine with 
the full care of the four chlldtcn. Be- 
fore they could all start together the 
Germans invaded. Bad news is allow- 
jd to come into northern France, and 
so as the months passed Mme. Pellier 
learned that her village home had been 
bombarded and that her husband and 
two sons had been killed. Except for 
the Belgian Relief Commission, which 
operates In northern France also. ^She 
and her little ones would have starved 
outrifrht 
At the best they were un- 


dernourished. 
Then the great push 


began, and hopes for France grew 
high. But as the French soldiers ad- 
vanced flioy Imd to bombard the north- 
ern tov.ns. 
Mme. Pellier begged the 


Germans to let her go away with her 
cli'.iilrfn— even into Germany. 
This 


v.as rrfusetl. She tried to seek safety 
in aome cellar whenever there was a 
bombardment 
Nevertheless a shell 


killed two of her children. 


Found Her Home Gone. 


Home gone: husband gone: brave 


soldier sons gone; little, tender boys 
torn into shreds! That woman's face 
would have shown you what she had 
suffered—her face against the batter- 
ed ruins the Germans had made. At 
last she and her mother and her two 
remaining children ''were repatriated. 
Thev knew the Infinite relief of cross- 


ing into Switzerland and then Into 
Haute-Savole. From there they went 
to Lorraine. Mine. Pellier hoped that, 
even though her village had been bom- 
barded, her home might have escaped. 
She found nothing exceot her bare 
fields. 


You changed that picture, you Amer- 


icans, who can never be bombarded, 
who can never lose through war five 
out of the seven dearest to you. It 
was not your husband and children 
who died; not your wife who was 
widowed: not your little oaas who 
came back, bony and tubercular, to a 
home that bad vanished. Not yours, 
but only the grace of accident saved 
you; not yours, but ic might have been 
and so you changed the picture. You 
could not build up with your own 
hands that heap of stones into a home, 
nor till the fields, nor bring Mine. Pel- 
Her back to hope and the children 
back to health. But through the Red 
Cross you saved the remnants of that 
family that had suffered as yon might 
have suffered. 


Things the Red Cross Did. 


Ton took the mother of Mme. Pel- 


lier to a Red Cross hospital to be treat- 
ed for anaemia. You took the little 
girl, who was in the first stages of 
tuberculosis, to a Red Cross sani- 
tarium. 
Yon found a place which, 


could be made habitable for Mme, Pel- 
lier near her lields which she was 
anxious to tilL You gave her cloches 
and furniture; you got her seeds; you 
lent her Implements. You sent a vis- 
iting doctor to watch over her health 
and that of her little boy. You sent 
nurses, who achieved the mighty ?ie- 
tory of making h<r and the chil.l take 
baths. Later ^ou persuaded her to let 
him go to a refuge not far away -.vbere 
he might attend school and where she 
could often visit him. Through the 
help of your Red Cross hope and cour- 
age and ambition hav<* come back to 
that woman, and she is rebuJidin? her 
family life. The biggest ibiug one hu- 
man being can do for another you. If 
you are a helper of the Red Cioss, 
have done for that mother. 


Red Cross! I saw its work every, 


where in France—in fields and in 
blasted villages; 
in hospitals and 


schools and clinics; in refuges and 
vestiaries for widows and orphans and 
for the sick children of soldiers fight- 
ing tc keep you safe from the enemy. 


This symbol of help has a double 


meaning now for Americans, who have 
always taksr. for granted the blessing 
of safety. It stands for your \vl!i;ng- 
ness to pay the price of eseinpfclon, of 
Flty, of sympathy. 
A bitter, black 


road this road of war, but across It, 
like a beacon of hope, you have flung 
the Red Cross. 


HE GAVE HIS SHIRT OFF HIS BACK 


How an Italian Officer Traveling on Train 


Helped a New Born Baby. 


One of the ways to say that a man 


Is good hearted Is to descend to ex- 
pressive Americanese slang and say 
"he'd give you his shirt." 


A young Italian officer did exactly 


that—gave the shirt off his back to a 
baby just born. It was during a flight 
of the Italian refugees just after the 
Italian army had been tricked by the 
Austriaus. 


Here's the story: 
An Italian officer, who had been a 


volunteer worker at the station when 
the crush came through, walked into 
the American Red Cross office at Bo- 
logna, Italy, and told of a poor young 
woman who had given birth to a baby 
on ihe train in which he was riding a 
lew night's previously. They had been 
riding for over 16 hoars, and the 


wretchedly poor and 
disheartened 


mother had been Ja::inied in with ihe 
hundreds of other frightened Italians 
on the same truin. Enngry. tired r-m* 
miserable and in a frightfully weak- 
ened condition, she iia;l srurtttly suffi- 
cient clothes for herse'.f, not to s;-oak 
of properly raring for A newf.orc !>«!•*. 
The young officer sirippcl hirusmf of 
his shirt, and There among this fr!j:ist- 
ened. half s<arve«l. forlorn ci«>v-<3 tl»« 
poor Italian Infant was wrappeJ Ir. its 
first body covering.
